GERMANS PLAN TO DRAIN 
NORTH SEA FOR NEW UNO 


Gigantic Scheme Is Being Evolved 


by Engineers, Says Uncon- 


firmed Report. 


London.—A gigantic scheme to 


drain a large part of the North sea, 
formerly sometimes called the Ger- 
man ocean, is being evolved by 
German engineers, according to un- 
confirmed reports received here. 
If the plan becomes a reality 


eastern England would lose miles 
of its seacoast. But with a great 
part of the North sea drained, a' 
vast new land would come into be- 
ing with rich mineral wealth to 
keep a population of over 20,000,- 
000. 


The German experts, according 


to the reports, are considering 
building two giant dams. 
One 


would stretch from Hunstanton, 
Norfolk, near Sandringham, the 
king's country residence, to the up- 
per coast of Denmark, and the oth- 
er around Kent, across the English 
channel and along the Belgian and 
Dutch coasts to the neighborhood 
of Scheveningen, the Dutch seaside 
resort next to The Hague. 


Dover and Calais would be con- 


nected by giant bridges, thus mak- 
ing a channel tunnel unnecessary. 
Norfolk and Essex would lose their 
seaboards. 
Between the 
dams 


would be a new land—more than 
100,000 square miles in area— 
possessing amazing mineral wealth 
and possibly rich oil fields. 


British experts almost unani- 


mously view the scheme as imprac- 
ticable. 
One described it as "a 


wildcat scheme." Tidal conditions 
appear to be the chief obstacle.

3 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Juice of one lemon 
Few grates nutmeg 
Few grains cayenne 
1 cup milk 
Boil the shad roe fifteen minutes 


in salted water, then drain and mash. 
Melt the butter, add the flour and 
seasoning, add the milk slowly, and 
cook until thick and smooth. Mix 
the roe with the sauce, cool, shape 
and fry as directed.

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Time to Push Ahead— 


Saij Gabriel valley's estimated new census population is 


350,000, or more than twice what it was at the last census 
taken in 1920. But according to surveys made by the regional 
planning commission of Los Angeles county, there is ample 
room in the valley for an ultimate population of about 1,400,- 
000, or four times what is now seftled here. 


Is this valley setting its house and yard in order to receive 


its full share of the next great population increase? Appar- 
ently it is. judging by activity of the San Gabriel Valley 
Development association, which is starting a valley-wide 
campaign to raise publicity funds and to increase its mem- 
bership enrollment. 


The best engine in the world will not go unless we supply 


it with the motive power. The valley development association 
has done some good work and could do a whole lot more if 
supplied with the funds—the motive power. 


This seems to be the psychological time for all who have 


the valley's—and their own—interests at heart to get in and 
push. This section has perhaps not been getting its full share 
of the newcomers to the Los Angeles metropolitan area. 
Maybe the pushers have not been plentiful enough, or possi- 
bly they could have used a little more shoulder. But we all 
have the opportunity now to make up for lost time.

The Tariff and Politics— 


President Hoover on April 16, 1929, more than a year ago, 


asked congress to make some limited changes in the tariff law, 
especially for the protection of agriculture and as a part of his 
program of farm relief. The response of congress was to 
throw the whole subject of the tariff wide open and inject 
the tariff issue again into national politics. 


The senate seized upon this opportunity to make another 


effort to arrogate all governmental power to itself and to 
make the president a rubber stamp. The senate coalition 
undertook to write into the tariff law a provision that all de- 
cisions of the tariff commission should be subject to affirma- 
tion by congress. Such a procedure would keep the tariff to 
the front a political issue all the time, at every session of 
congress. What rtJgr^id^niLgBppificjdVy^^ "asked^$orinrrv'fliiS" 


of the tariff commission provi- 


sions of the law. so that readjustments in rates could be made 
with less delay than is now the case. The senate's plan would 
have resulted in immensely longer delays and would effec- 
tually have ruined all the efforts of leaders of both major 
parties in the past ten years to put tariff-making on a scien- 
tific basis. 


The senate also inserted into the tariff bill a provision for 


a rebate on exported farm products. 


The house of representatives stood fast against those two 


provisions of the senate's, and the senate has finally yielded 
on both points. It was not statesmanship entirely, however, 
that dictated the house's attitude. It is largely politics in the 
simple, plain sense of the word. Every member of congress 
comes up for reelection this year. Every member has got to 
explain to his constituents how come some other part of the 
country got more out of the tariff bill than his own district 
did. 
For the tariff is. after all, a local issue; it is bound up 


in sectionalism and selfish interests, and one result of all the 
agitation of the subject in congress during the past year has 
been to increase sectional bitterness to a degree we have not 
known in America for decades. 


The only convincing answer any member who voted for 


the tariff bill can make, when the schedules unsatisfactory 
to his constituency are criticized, is that the rates in the bill 
are not permanent. The tariff commission and the president 
can change the rates whenever it is shown that they should 
be changed in the interest of international parity. Nobody, 
broadly speaking, is satisfied with the rates in the bill itself; 
but everybody who believes that a scientific readjustment of 
rates by an expert tariff commission is the proper way to • 
handle the tariff question will accept the bill, whatever its 
defects, so long as it has that provision of flexibility in it. 


It is perhaps too much to hope that this will be the end 


of congressional tariff making, but the country would be 
better off if that proved true. 


The Deadly Automobile— 


The cost to the people of the United States of automobile 


accidents in 1929 was more than $850,000,000, according to 
the chairman of the traffic accident statistics of the National 
Street and Highway Safety conference. J. H. Parmelee, 
whose authority we quote, states that 33,060 persons were 
killed in motor accidents last year, an increase of eight per 
cent over 1928 and nearly double the number of deaths from 
that cause in 1920. And so far in 1930 the rate of fatalities 
is increasing. 


These fatal motor accidents are not a peculiarity of any 


particular section or of any class or size of community. On 
the whole, there are fewer of them in the large cities than in 
the country districts, in proportion to population. The temp- 
tation to careless driving when out of sight of a traffic police- 
man, with no signal lights to be obeyed, is much greater than 
in crowded traffic, as every motorist knows. 


Statistics compiled by the Nebraska State Press associa- 


tion for 1929 show that in that state, where population is less 
concentrated than in almost all of the rest of the states and 
there are only two or three really large population centers, 
there were 368 motor fatalities last year, besides 123 persons 
disabled, in 3.636 automobile accidents.

Sixty- 
three of the dead in Nebraska were pedestrians, struck by 
cars. Thirty-nine deaths were of motorists trying to beat a 
train across a railroad crossing. Twenty-six were killed while 
speeding. Twenty-four died in skidding accidents. Twelve 
deaths resulted from trying to pass another car, without 
swinging wide enough. Blinding headlights forced 127 cars 
off the road, killing ten persons. Twelve were killed by reck- 
less driving.

The remedy for this increasing toll of death on the high- 


way is partly in improving the roads, eliminating blind curves 
an<jl dangerous crossings, but mainly in a closer supervision 
of licenses to drivers. Today in a few states children, mental 
incompetents, cripples and irresponsible persons are forbidden 
to endanger the lives of others by driving cars. In most 
states, however, anybody may commit manslaughter by this 
means without restraint.

Thomson, the 
farmer 
hoy who 


came to the city and "made good," 
is out of prison. 


Oy served eight and one-half 


years 
for 
embezzling $1,187,000 


from one of the largest packing 
plants in southern Minnesota. Good 
behavior cut short a 15-year sen- 
tence, and now Cy is starting out 
again. 


Leaving the farm where life was 


a drag Cy got a job in the George 
A. Hormel company packing plant. 
He worked a while there and then 
went to business college to. study 
bookkeeping. 
Returning he went 


to George Ai Hormel, the president, 
and said! "I am back to make good 
and I want a job." 


Started at $12 a Week. 


He got the job and started, out 


at $12 a week. To boost his week- 
ly Income he sold candy among the 
2,200 employees of the plant. Pleas- 
ing personality and ability to work 
soon sent Cy climbing to the po- 
sition of comptroller of the pack- 
Ing company, holding the confidence 
of every one of the officials. 


He needed $5 oiice and so took 


the company's money and then, 
despite his ability as a bookkeeper, 
he was unable to put the money 
back in the company without at- 
tracting the attention of the offi- 
cials, so he took more. 
Within 


about eight years he drew more 
than a million, all the time com- 
pletely covering his operations with 
a 
system 
of 
checkwritlng. 
He 


would draw on a bank In Birming- 
ham, and to cover that check would 
draw on St. Paul and to cover 
that would draw on Chicago, and 
so on. 
He always had a flock of 


checks 
in 
transit 
so 
auditors 


couldn't check properly—they just 
took Cy's word that the money was 
in transit, feeling that it was not 
improbable.

Began to Splurge. 


Before long Cy started to splurge. 


He had been left a 20-acre farm at 
Le Roy, Minn., not far from Austin, 
and he started to develop this into 
a chicken ranch.

the flies were penned up, they 
were given a good dose of insecti- 
cide. 


Club Rooms for "Hands." 


For hired hands on his farms he 


had elaborate clubrooms. One fea- 
tured a music room, library and 
billiard room. The bedroom linens 
were the best to be bought. 


On the Oakdale farm at Le Roy 


Cy even built a $10,000 children's 
park. On the ranch a special fire 
department was kept on duty. Cy 
even had a special "chicken physi- 
cian and surgeon" to care for the 
ailing members of the flock which 
numbered 20,000. 


In Austin Cy built 
apartment 


houses and bought up business 
properties. 
His diversified inter- 


ests made it necessary to maintain 
an office downtown in which more 
than a dozun girls were employed. 


Once he needed a hotel to care 


for the many visitors coming to see 
his chicken ranch. "Build one," he 
ordered his manager. 
In a short 


time the hotel was completed and 
opened. This speed mania for doing 
things brought Thomson the name 
of "Cyclone," which friends short- 
ened to Cy. 


Down on the ranch Cy built an 


expensive dance hall. 
To make it 


outstanding he brought In some dee- 
orators from the Hippodr&me in 
New York and they finished it up. 


Rents Farm for Parking. 


Another time Cy staged a mam- 


1 moth celebration to show off his 


farm. 
Newspapers and magazines 


sent special writers for the event 
And where only a crowd of 10,000 
had been expected 60,000 showed 
up. So great was the mob' that in 
order to care for the cars that 
came Cy told one of his assistants 
to rent 40 acres of land adjoining 
the farm and turn it into a parking 
space. This he did. The 40 acres 
was packed with cars. 


All this time Cy was takin 


money and he got careless and, ac 
cording to the story told now, once 
forg6t to cover the check "in 
transit." A banker got suspicious 
so did the company, and auditor 
were called. 
Telegrams over th 


country disclosed a real embezzle 
ment, but the officials couldn't tel 
how much Cy had gotten. 
Wher 


Cy was confronted with the fact 
he said nothing, but walked a(.ros 
the room and wrote a few figure 
on a piece of paper, folded the pa 
per and gave It to the officials. Th 
paper bore this figure: "$1,187,000. 
It later turned out to be the exac 
amount Oy had embezzled.

LESSONS IN GOLF—THE PUTT 


By Walter Hagen 


The value of the putt cannot be 


overestimated. 
I can easily forgive 


the men over forty for restricted dis- 
tance in driving or in playing from 
the rough, but there is no excuse 
for their 'taking three putts to a 
green as so many of them do time 
and again. I venture to say and be- 
lieve that five strokes can be taken 
off any man's score who makes 105 
or more per round simply by taking 
greater pains with his putts. 


Putting is not wholly inspiration 


as some would have us believe. 
There's some perspiration attached 
with the practice time spent. How 
many of you have ever spent as 
long a time on a putting green as 
you do in practicing iron and wood- 
en club play? Yet over 40 strokes 
per round are usualy taken on the 
putting green by the ordinary play- 
ex-. The whole object in golf is to 
finally get the golf ball into the 4'/4 
inch diameter cup. Why not do a 
little extra concentrating when you 
get on the putting green? 


It is unwise for me to advise ex- 


actly concerning your stance as the 
natural placing of the feet is good 
enough for all. But in the distribu- 
tion of weight, however, much must 
be said. Personally my weight is 
thrown forward, my hands are 
somewhat away from my body and 
the ball is about opposite my left toe. 
If you try this method you will have 
to do one very important thing in 
golf, that is, hit the ball. Not scrape 
it, not tap it, not pinch it with club- 
head turned down, not cut it because 
of elbows held in too close, but act- 
ually let the clubhead follow through 
the stroke. Trueness in hitting the 
ball means trueness in roll. There 
doesn't live a real good steady putter 
who doesn't putt through. 


I always look at the hole to see if 


there is any special depression 
which might turn aside a ball failing 
in speed. Finding one I play to the 
other side. 


I am a firm believer that the say- 


ing "never up, never in" is a truism 
of golf. If yod lack confidence hi 
your ability hold your hands loose 
on the putter and let the clubhead 
do the work. 
As for grip, if you 


have the forefinger of your left hand 
rest on the little finger of your, right 
hand witfi thumbs down the, sh^aft 
you will have the grip used by the 
best players all 'over die'land.- *

MURDER PUZZLE 
NEAR SOLUTION 


Man Is Arrested for'Kill- 


ing Bachelor in North 
Carolina Years Ago. 


High Point, N. O.—Information 


furnished by J. Allan Austin, at- 
torney, who as a young law stu- 
dent vowed to bring to justice the 
murderers of his uncle, led to the 
arrest in Florida recently of John 
Morgan, thus lifting the veil In a 
thirty-eight-year-old murder mys- 
tery in Stanly county. One other 
man is expected to be arrested up- 
on Information given the Florida 
authorities by the High Point man. 


The identity of the murderers of 


Francis Talley, bachelor, has been 
an unsolved mystery. It was ru- 
mored that he was killed for his 
money, being reputed to possess a 
hoard of gold coins. Several men 
were tried and acquitted immedi- 
ately after the murder, and then 
the case was shelved, remaining 
ever since in the category of un- 
solved crimes. 


Aided Slayers to Escape. 


A few days ago Mr. Austin, visit- 


ing his old home place, came Into 
contact with an old friend who re- 
lated to him a story that sounded 
more like fiction than truth. He 
said that a man told him how h» 
had guided the two alleged slayerg 
of Talley out of the state, and that ] 
he had not revealed the secret dur- 
ing trials that followed the murder 
because he had been warned that 
to do BO would be to imperil his 
own life. 


According to the story the two 


killers became drunk after they bad 
killed Talley and chopped his fur- 
niture into bits. 
Then they en- 


countered the man, then a youth, 
and forced him to ride bareback 
with them to the South Carolina 
line and bring back their horses. 
There were then no automobiles In 
this section of the country. 


With this Information In his pos- 


session, Mr. Austin Inaugurated an 
investigation, with the result that 
he learned that one of the men, al- 
leged to be Morgan, was living In 
Florida under an assumed name. 


The Btory of the murder, as told 


by Mr. Austin, Is as amazing and 
absorbing as a detective yarn. Tal- 
ley, an aged'bachelor, lived alone 
in big little country home. He was 
a gold miner and one of the rich- 
est men in the county. North Caro- 
lina was a high producer of gold in 
those days, and mining was an in- 
dustry. A living might be obtained 
by panning along many North Caro- 
lina streams. 
Stanly county was 


one of the producing communities. 


Horribly Mutilated. 


On the night of November 21, 


1892, two men came down the side 
of the mountain and slew him. His 
head was nearly severed from his 
body, and his face was split down 
the middle, apparently with a sharp 
ax. The cabin had been ransacked. 
The murderers, evidently chagrined 
at their inability to locate the hid- 
den treasure, chopped the furniture 
In the building into small bits per- 
haps with the same ax with which 
they had slain their victim. Bloody 
footprints were visible throughout 
the house. 
Young Austin, his imagination 


impressed with the horrible crime, 
determined three decades ago to 
find the men who killed his uncle. 
When the two Florida suspects are 
tried in Stanly county Superior 
court the lawyer-nephew of the 
dead man will appear at the bar to 
avenge the memory of his relative. 


Stanly county officers are work- 


ing with vigor and determination to 
bring about further arrests.

A boy is worth $9,333 when he is 


born, if his family has an income of 
$2500 a year, an insurance expert 
calculates. That is what it would 
take, put,out at interest at 3% per 
cent, to rear him to the age of 
eighteen and produce the net in- 
come which he may be expected to 
earn from then on/ It costs the aver- 
age family $7238 to bring up a boy 
and put him thru high school.

GASOLINE 


Cheaper gasoline and a smaller 


surplus of heavy fuel oil are the re- 
sults expected from the adoption in 
this country of a new German pro- 
cess for adding hydrogen gas to 
crude petroleum. This is one of the 
revolutionary discoveries of science, 
which are being made so rapidly 
that every industry has to be con- 
stantly on the lookout lest its whole 
methods have to be changed over 
night. 


Not so many years ago gasoline 


was a waste product. Then Daimler 
invented the gasoline engine and 
that part of the petroleum suddenly 
became the most useful. The Deisel 
engine, which uses heavy oil fuel, 
has not yet been sufficiently devel- 
oped to consume anything like the 
surplus left after the gasoline has 
been extracted. 
DEFENSE 


Thirty-seven ships of war steam- 


ed into New York harbor thru the 
fog the other morning. Overhead 
160 navy planes, loosed from the 
deck of the airplane carrier "Sara- 
toga," soared over the city.

'the show. We-older folk will never 
get over our wonder at seeing men 
fly. To the youngsters it is already 
commonplace. 
ENERGY 


Most people think that the brain 


needs as much food as the body does. 
People complain of fatigue after 
mental effort, and because they feel 
as tired as if they had been using 
their muscles they think they must 
have used up as much energy as if 
they had been working with* their 
bodies. 


Scientists at Wesleyan university 


have been studying the energy re- 
quirements 
of brain-workers for 


years, and have announced that all 
of the energy expended in a solid 
hour of the most intense mental ef- 
fort can be replaced by eating half 
a salted peanut! Five minutes spent 
in dusting a desk consumes more 
energy than an hour of hard mental 
work at the desk. 


Much of the so-called mental 


fatigue is physical fatigue. The writ- 
er who is tired after a day at the 
typewriter or pen is tired because of 
the physical effort of writing. Many 
who complain of brain-fag after a 
day of business conferences should 
rather complain of "talk-fag." The 
physical effort of continuous speak- 
ing is a great energy-consumer, as 
every orator and actor knows. 


Mos.t often, so-called mental fa- 


tigue comes from the failure to elim- 
inate wastes properly from the body. 
The one thing the brain-worker 
needs most is physical exercise in 
the open air. 
MOVIES 


Will H. Hayes, president of the 


Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors of America, very court- 
eously writes to me concerning a 
comment in this column a few weeks 
ago to the effect that the movies do 
not give a real picture of life, and 
sends me a quantity of printed mat- 
ter to prove that the picture men 
are doing their best to keep the 
movies pure. 


Purity is one thing and intelli- 


gence is something else again. You 
can lay down rules which if follow- 
ed, will prevent the movies from 
giving oifense even to the most 
prudish mind. There are no possible 
rules by which people who do not 
know the difference between truth 
and falsehood, can be prevented from 
putting false ideas on the screen. 


The motion picture is today the 


most influential force in the world, 
because it impresses the very young 
thru the most effective channel for 
impressions, the eyes. For that rea- 
son the movies .are a fair target for 
criticism all the time.

IN PRAISE OF EARTHWORMS 


If the earthworms were to publish a magazine, some dra- 


matic success stories would be recorded. 


It would tell,, for example, the remarkable career of John 


G. Worm. Born of humble parents, in dark surroundings, he 
managed by his own effort to push himself up to the surface. 
There he was spied by fortune in the form of a robin, which 
snatched him high into the clouds. His moment of elevation 
was brief, but while it lasted the vision was splendid. 


It would tell of Frederick L. Worm, who was working 


along quietly one day when an upheaval tossed him to fame 
and glory. Success was attended by pain, as is often the case. 
He was impaled upon a fishhook and carried away to be 
immersed in a strange element. There his life ended, but not 
before he had done the biggest job ever achieved by any mem- 
ber of his family. The fortune he landed devoured him, but 
it was a big fortune. 


To the other worms these stories might be discouraging. 


"Fame is for the few," they would say. "Nothing ever hap- 
pens to us. We just stir around awhile and die." 


It would surprise them to know that a book was written 


about worms by the great scientist Darwin. Their surprise 
would be intensified if they were to learn that this book 
makes no mention of the exceptional members of their tribe. 
The few worms that are carried into the clouds, or succeed 
in landing big fish, are dismissed by him as of small impor- 
tance. 


But the great mass of unknown worms, who spend their 


whole lives beneath the surface of observation, he hails as the 
most important creatures in the world. 


If for one year they should cease their industrious diges- 


tion of the leaf mold and their incessant stirring of the 
ground, no crops would grow, and animals and men would 
die. 


I think that Darwin's book on earthworms should be a 


part of all education, along with the inspiring biographies of 
the great. It would tend to teach us humility. We human 
beings who walk so proudly as monarchs of the world—what 
are we, anyway? Beneficiaries of the worms, without whose 
leave we could not live a year. 


As for fame, it is stimulating, and lifts the spirit of the 


crowd. But shall we despair because to most of us it is 
denied? 


Beneath the surface life is carried forward by the sustain- 


ed loyalty of the mass. And who shall doubt that there are 
purposes as far beyond our reckoning as our lives—which 
they make possible—are beyond the vision of the worms ?

as soon as the federal farm board 
got itself organized and into action, 
has happened.

Criticism of the board, of its meth- 


ods and policies, of the law under 
which it operates, were expected. 
They were inevitable.* Something 
new is being undertaken, and any- 
thing new always brings to the front 
the interests which do not want any- 
thing changed. 


Some of the criticism is honest, 


some dishonest. Some comes from 
disgruntled farmer organizations and 
groups, who didn't want the farm 
board plan in the first place and 
don't want it now. Some comes from

And a good 
deal of it comes from private inter- 
ests who see their control of the 
grain trade, the livestock trade and 
other commodities, slipping out of 
their hands and into the hands of 
the farmers themselves.

by the United States chamber 
commerce is the one which has 
the most publicity. The chairman of 
the chamber of commerce of the 
United States is Julius Barnes. Mr. 
Barnes is also one of the largest pri- 
vate dealers in wheat in the United 
States. He does not want the wheat 
trade to pass out of private hands. 
Neither do the private dealers in 
other agricultural commodities who 
joined with Mr. Barnes in denounc- 
ing the farm board act. They in- 
cluded representatives of the Na- 
tional Poultry and Egg Dealers' as- 
sociation, the Michigan canning in- 
dustry, the Philadelphia Wool ahd 
Textile association, the Boston Wool 
Trade association, the American As- 
sociation of Creamery Butter Manu- 
facturers, and numerous similar or- 
ganizations of business men. 


Dan A. Millett, investment banker 


and stockman of Denver, Colo., was 
selected by the chamber to lead the 
attack, the essence of which was that 
it would be better to go back to first 
principles, with no artificial inter- 
ference with economic laws; to abol- 
ish tariffs and all artificial aids to 
business, labor and industry.- Mr. 
Millett's philosophy seems to be ex- 
pressed in the following quotation 
from his address: 
"Let no man 


thpk that living standards of Amer- 
ica can be permamently maintained 
at a measurably higher lever than 
those of other civilized countries." 


That expression indicates the point 


of view of the business and specu- 
lative interests which are opposing 
any form of relief for the farmer. 


The effective answer, made by C. 


C. Teague, a member of the farm 
board, was: 


"We have been measurably suc- 


cessful for over 100 years in keeping 
the living standards of American 
labor and American farmers above 
the peasantry of Europe and the 
earning power of American capital 
above that of Europe and I do not 
believe that our people are yet .ready 
to abandon that policy." 


The operations of the board that 


have brot about the most criticism 
are those in wheat and cotton. Dur- 
ing October and November there 
was a stock panic when probably 50 
per cent of the supposed values of 
industrial stock was squeezed out. 
The country has been suffering from 
the effect of this ever since; wheat 
and cotton were headed in the same 
downward direction. 


In an effort to prevent any further 


serious decline in these commodity 
prices the farm board offered to loan 
to co-operatives $1.25 a bushel on 
wheat and 16 cents a pound on cot- 
:on with the customary grade- var- 
iety and freight differentials to the 
various terminal markets. The prov- 
ed effective for several months, but 
later when there was a sharp de- 
cline in the price of wheat the board, 
under the terms of the agricultural 
marketing act, authorized an emer- 
gency 
stabilization 
operation 
in 


wheat. The purpose of this stabili- 
zation operation was to take off the 
market whatever quantity of wheat 
was necessary to prevent any con- 
siderable decline in the price. 


In accordance with its announce- 


ment last October, the board con- 
tinued making these , loans to the 
wheat and cotton cooperatives over 
a period of more than six months, 
regardless of the fact that the mar- 
ket part of this time was below the 
loan values on cotton and wheat, 
together with the subsequent stabili- 
zation operation in wheat, undoubt- 
edly saved a panic-in these commo- 
dities which would have cost the 
farmers of the country many mil- 
lions of dollars, and if this depres- 
sion had been added to the business 
depression 
caused 
by 
industrial 


stock losses it perhaps might have 
cost the country billions of dollars. 
This action was taken in a national 
emergency and in the opinion of the 
board was entirely justified and in 
the interest of all of the people, even 
if later this action cost the taxpay- 


ganization or stabilization operations 
to a point that brings on any distress 
to the consumers. Another reason 
that consumers need have no fear is 
that it is not possible to get a mon- 
opoly in food products because of 
the ease and quickness with which 
producers can get into agricultural 
production, the small amount of cap- 
ital required and because of the al- 
ways available land inviting the pro- 
ducer whenever there is an oppor- 
tunity for profit. Therefore, any at- 
tempt to arbitrarily raise prices to a 
level where unreasonable profits are 
given, the producer is sure to bring 
a flood of production that will de- 
feat the attempt and bring disaster 
to the producer. 


The old speculative system of dis- 


tribution has been proved often- 
times wasteful and inefficient. It has 
often failed to pay the producer a 
living price for his products and at 
the same time the consumer has 
often had to pay high prices. On 
the other hand, it has .been demon- 
strated that in many cases where 
producers are organized into effec- 
tive cooperative sales organizations 
they have been able to prosper and 
at the same time not to put a burden 
on the consumers of the country. 
That which makes this seeming in- 
consistency possible is that thru co- 
operative organization producers are 
able to effect many savings in wastes 
and improper charges between the 
producer and the consumer which 
are reflected in a larger percentage 
of the consumer's dollar being re- 
turned to the producer. 


It is a gigantic job which the farm 


board.has undertaken. It will take 
a great deal of time to get the whole 
system 
working nationally, and 


there doubtless will be many mis- 
takes made. So far only five national 
cooperative sales agencies have been 
fully set up. They are in gram, cot- 
ton, wool and mohair, beans, and 
livestock. Farmer organizations are 
still at work, under the guidance of 
the board, trying to perfect their 
sales agencies. 


Meantime, some farmer groups are 


deliberately staying out. The Farm- 
ers Union is one of those, in spite 
of the fact that C. E. Huff, president 
of the Union, is also president of the 
Farmers National Grain corporation, 
the national wheat cooperative un- 
der the farm board. 


There are differences of opinion 


between eastern and western apple 
growers, for one obstacle. There are 
other similar sectional and, some- 
times, personal differences, among 
the farmers of the nation as a whole. 
But those differences, the farm 
board officials believe, will be ironed 
out and, as time goes on and the 
cooperative marketing plan prcves 
itself in practice, the present objec- 
tions will be forgotten, 


But it will be a long time before 


private speculators will stop trying 
to upset the farmers' applecart.

OFFICIAL RULES-SEASON 1930 


The title of this organization &.iall be the Covina Night Baseball 


Association, under control of a commission of seven members. 


AJ1 night games played on the city park diamond shall be under 


the supervision of the commission and play according to association 
rules. 
. 


Only approved umpires shall officiate. 


A league shall be organized and the playing season divided 


into two series of equal number of games, the winner of the first 
half to play a series of five games with the winr.er of the second 
half. The team winning three games will be considered city cham- 
pions. 


' 
In event other leagues are formed, the winning teams will rep- 


resent their leagues in an elimination tournament to decide the 
city championship. 
« 


All games will be played at night unless permission is granted 


by the commission to play morning or afternoon exhibition games. 
» 
Exhibition games are to count hi official standing only when 


approved umpires officiate. 


Games shall start promptly at seven-thirty. In case two games 


are to be played, the first game will start and continue seven inn- 
ings. If the score is tied at the end of the seventh inning the score 
shall revert back to the end of the fifth inning. 


Each team shall have a practice period of ten minutes before 


the game. The team designated as the visiting team on the schedule 
shall have the first period. Practice periods start and end with the 
gong. 


A team consists of nine players. At least eight players must 


be present not later than five minutes after official starting time. 
Penalty is forfeit of game to opposing players. 


No team can list more than twenty players at one tune, and no 


player shall appear on more than one list. 
f 


In order to transfer from one team to another during the sea- 


son, player must be officially released by manager and will not 
become eligible again until two weeks have passed. 


Players' names must be listed with the secretary two weeks 


before they are eligible to play after one official game has been 
played. 


To be eligible to play on teams in this association a player must 


work or reside in Covina or territory adjacent thereto. 


Eligibility shall be determined by the rules committee. 
Decision of umpires are final. 
Disputes lasting over one minute will cause parties involved to 


be benched for the remainder of the game. Repeated offenses may 
cause a suspension of two weeks. 


In case of protest the game shall continue after notice to the 


umpire and a written report handed in to the rules committee, 
whose action in the case shall be final. 


No smoking shall be allowed by players during the game on the 


playing field.

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The commission will furnish one new ball for each game, with 


the. exception of the first game, which will be started with two. 
After-each game, with exception of first game, the home team will 
be given a used ball for practice purposes.

Managers of home teams shall be responsible for field and play- 


ing equipment, including the benches.

Spaulding's Official Baseball Rules will govern all games, with

DIAMONDS—Base lines 45 feet. Pitching distance 35 feet. Bat- 
ter's box and coacher's lines to conform to official rules.

• the pitcher has the ball in his possession in the pitcher's box; (2) 
the ball after delivery by the pitcher has either been hit by the 
batter or has passed the batter. Penalty: the base runner is auto- 
matically out. 


GROUND RULES 


A ball may be played from backstop on overthrow from field. 
An out cannot be made from fly ball caught from backstop. 
A fly ball is any ball higher than the batter's head. 
The use of gloves is optional. 
Home plate is fair territory. 
To any base not interfered with by spectators or equipment,

"False Pyramid" Is Being Excavated 


Under the direction of Alan Rowe, an acheological expedition from 


the University of Pennsylvania museum recently began its first season 
of work at Meydurc, Egypt, where the expedition Is concentrating on 
the excavation of a pyramid which the Arabs call El-Haratti el-Kaddab, 
or the "false pyramid." The photograph shows this pyramid, which 
rises to a height of approximately 215 feet and Is believed to have 
been constructed during the Fourth dynasty in Egypt, dating' from about 
2930 B. C. onwards. Meydum, the site of the pyramid, Is about fifty 
miles south of Cairo.
